More than 300 Frederick 
County kids turned out for the 
2009 Frederick County Sher-
iff’s Office Junior Deputy 
Academies.  During the month 
of June, the Community Dep-
uty Unit hosted academies in 
the towns of Emmitsburg and 
Middletown.  “As the word 
gets out about the program, 
the academies are growing in 
numbers,” said Sgt. Dina Blun-
dell, Supervisor of the Com-
munity Deputy Program.   
  
The Junior Deputy Academy 
started three years ago.  It’s  a 
half day, free academy that 
brings together county kids 
and deputies in a friendly and 
social environment.  During 
the day kids get to hang out 
with deputies and learn about 
police work through a series of

terfering with his normal duties within the 
Technology Section.

If he were not able to repair 
the program, the Office would have had to 
either replace the software or the whole 
system, potentially costing about $6,000.

A few years ago the Sheriff’s Office pur-
chased a $5,000 computerized Child Iden-
tification System with donations from the 
community.  The system consists of a lap-
top computer, camera, fingerprint pad at-
tachment and a printer that is used by the 
Community Services Section (CSS) to pho-
tograph and fingerprint kids.  The pro-
gram is popular with the citizens of Fre-
derick County, and CSS plans to use it sig-
nificantly throughout this summer and be-
yond. 
 
About three months ago there was a soft-
ware problem with the system and it 
stopped working.  Mr. Van was asked to 
look at it after repeated failed repair at-
tempts by CSS staff members.  Mr. Van 
was able to completely restore the system

have been completed in the past 10 years 
and that they have a 100% success rate.  
The average recovery time for Project Life-
saver clients is 30 minutes. 
 
Project Lifesaver is designed to save lives 
and reduce injury by providing timely re-
sponses by law enforcement personnel 
who are trained in using the equipment to 
track and find those clients who are re-
ported missing.  The clients enrolled in the 
program wear a personal transmitter 
around their wrist or ankle that sends out 
a tracking signal that is unique to that per-
son.  If the client goes missing, their care-
giver will contact the Sheriff’s Office and 
we will send our trained personnel out 
with the tracking equipment to assist in 
the search. 

The Frederick County Sheriff’s Office 
would like to recognize Michael Vantucci, 
owner of Harley-Davidson of Frederick, 
for his commitment to the community and 
law enforcement.  For the second year, 
through the company’s law enforcement 
program, Mr. Vantucci is providing the 
Sheriff’s Office with a 2008 FLHTP Police 
motorcycle.   

 

While in the Sheriff’s Office’s possession, 
Mr. Vantucci will pay for all the motorcy-
cle’s maintenance needs.  The motor has 
already been utilized for a number of high

On July 16th and 17th, 2009, Cpl Tom Jo-
hann taught a Project Lifesaver class.  The 
thirteen attendees included eight deputies, 
two Brunswick Police Department officers, 
one dispatcher, and two Community As-
sistance Patrol personnel. The training 
consisted of both classroom time and prac-
tical exercises. 
 
Project Lifesaver is a program to help pro-
tect persons who run, wander, or are lost 
due to Autism, Alzheimer’s Disease, and/
or Down Syndrome.  The program has 
been in existence since 1999, starting in 
Chesapeake, Virginia.  It is implemented 
nationwide, including Canada, and the 
number of public safety agencies enrolled 
continues to grow.  Project Lifesaver Inter-
national reports that over 1900 searches

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fender Registry.  Criminal investigators 
and patrol team deputies conduct checks 
of registered sex offenders a minimum of 
two times per year to ensure they comply 
with the state law.  The Frederick County 
SOCEM Monitoring Support Project will 
provide funds to the Sheriff’s Office for 
overtime for sworn and civilian personnel 
to verify offender compliance in addition 
to their normal work hours.   

 
GOCCP also awarded $6,800 to the Law 
Enforcement Technology Program (LETC) 
grant funded through the Edward J. Byrne 
Justice Assistance Grant (BJAG) program 
for crime analysis software.  The Sheriff’s 
Office Crime Analysis Project – LETC ad-
dresses the need to enhance technology in 
the existing Fredrick County Sheriff’s Of-
fice Crime Analysis Unit.  Grant funds 
would provide the Crime Analysis Unit 
with updated software, training, and con-
sulting services.  These funds would en-
able the Crime Analysis Unit to conduct 
more efficient tactical analysis and en-
hance the quality, timeliness, and quantity 
of information shared with local and re-
gional law enforcement agencies.   

The Frederick County Sher-
iff’s Office was awarded 
$2,961 in overtime from the 
Governor’s Office of Crime 
Control and Prevention 
(GOCCP) for the FY 2010 

Domestic Violence Unit Program to serve 
protective and peace orders.  The Protec-
tive and Peace Order Service Project meets 
court mandates for timely entry and ser-
vice of exparte/protective orders.  The 
project will provide overtime funds for 
deputies to serve protective and peace or-
ders as an extra-duty overtime assignment.  
This project will improve law enforcement 
services available to petitioners of protec-
tive and peace orders and provide patrol 
teams additional time for calls for service.   

 

The Sheriff’s Office was awarded $19,740 
in overtime from the GOCCP for the FY 
2010 Sex Offender Compliance and En-
forcement in Maryland (SOCEM) Grant 
Program to conduct sex offender compli-
ance checks.  The SOCEM Monitoring Sup-
port Project tracks the compliance of local 
sex offenders who are required to register 
and maintain with the Maryland Sex Of-
